Long, of Kansas; Brandegeo, of Con­ 
necticut; Teller, of Colorado; Clark, of 
Montana. 
Senator Clark of Wyoming 
is chairman of the committee. 
At its Denver meeting the commit- 
ee decided to meet in Kansas City, 


4 0 ., Monday November 12. The com­ 
mittee will leave that evening for In­ 
dian Territory, going first to Vinita. 
The following schedule will be observed:

It is believed by the committee that 
by visiting these six cities, which are 
the most important in Indian Territory, 
conditions 
mac 
be 
ascertained and 
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hearings held to advantage. 
The committee will leave Bartlesville 
December I for Washington, to be 
present 
at 
convening of congress, 
Monday. December 3. 
At each of the places 
mentioned 
hearings will be given by the commit - 
tee, and testimony taken for subse­ 
quent use in connection w ith wfith leg­ 
islation in congress. 
Opportunity will 
be given the people of Indian Territo­ 
ry, Indians, whites and all others, who 
are interested in conditions and affairs, 
to present themselves at the different 
stopping places and make suggestions. 
The committee may summon such as 
can give the committee information on 
the various subjects that will come up 
for consideration in regard to Indian 
Territory matters in the next session 
of congress. 
Subjects of special importance which 
this committee will look into are: 
1 Removal 
of restrictions of th# 
sale of surplus lands that have been al­ 
lotted. 
2 The question of the disposal of 
coal and asphalt lands, together with 
the legislation necessary for leasing. 
3 Oil and gas lands. 
It is possible that the above program 
will be modified to some extent from 
time to time bv the committee, but it 
will be adhered to in a general way.

Greenwood, S. C., Aug. 17.— The 
assault by Davidson on Miss Brooks 
was 
made Tuesday 
in her father’s , 
store, where she was temporarily in 
charge. After making some purchase 
the negro grasped a meat knife, shout- j 
mg 
“ You are what I 
w ant,” and 
sprang toward the girl. 
Miss Brooks 
attempted to defend herself with an 
iron bar, but the negro lashed her 
across the throat and almost severed 
two of her fingers. Afterward he 
went to a farm and outraged a 14-year- 
old negress. 
A posse of a thousand 
men started in pursuit of the negro 
and captured him this afternoon near 
Ninety-Six, nine miles from here. 
Gov. Heyward reached the scene 
shortly after the 
negro had been 
captured. 
A platform was erected in 
a fence comer on the premises of the 


victim’s father anil from it Governor 
Heyward addressed the mob. 
The governor wa.* cheered, but the 
mob removed the negro from the view 
of the governor and lynched him. 
The 
militia in that section of the state is 
now camped at Chickamauga and there 
were no troops to be called upon. The 
governor’s guard and the Richmond 
volunteers of this city had been ordered 
to hold themselves in readiness in the 
event that their services were needed 
but the mob acted too quickly.

Miss Brooks 
attempted to defend herself with an 
iron bar, but the negro lashed her 
across the throat and almost severed 
two1 of her fingers. Afterward he 
went to a farm and outraged a 14-year- 
old negress. A posse of a thousand 
men started in pursuit' of the negro 
and captured him this afternoon near 
Ninety-Six, nine miles from here. 


Gov. Heyward reached the scene 


shortly after the negro had been 
captured. A platform was erected in 
a fence comer on the premises of the 


victim's father and from it Governor 
Heyward addressed the mob. 


The governor was cheered, but the 


mob removed the negro from the view 
of the governor and lynched him. The 
militia in that section of the state is 
now camped at Chickamauga and there 
were no troops to be called upon. The 
governor's guard and the Richmond 
volunteers of this city had been ordered 
to hold themselves in readiness in the 
event that their services were needed 
but the mob acted too quickly.

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IOADS LEADING TO ADA 


WILL BE IN GOOD REPAffi 


Friday afternoon, in the News office, 


there was a meeting of the road and 
. bridge committee which was appointed 
by the County Good Roads convention 
in Ada the Monday before. 
The com- 


mittee is composed of several members 
of the commercial club and of the vari- 
ous road overseers appointed by the 
convention. 


JujdSge Tolbert called the meeting to 


order and explained the object to be j 
the further consideration of road and 
bridge matters. 'As heretofore pub- 
lished, the arrangement is for the Ada 
Commercial club to furnish the mate- 
rial and the resident farmers to do the 
work. 
Each overseer present was 


asked to report the condition of his 
road and amount of material required 
for necessary repairs. Reports were* 
submitted as follows: 


T. N. Herrin reported on the condi- 


tion of the road from Ahloso to Rock 
creek, and estimated that his portion 
of same could be fixed with 1200 feet 
of lumber for bridges at a cost of $18; 
also 900 feet of lumber for approaches. 


J. L. Buck reported on condition of 


road from Rock creek to crossroads. 
He stated that about 300 feet of lim- 
ber would be required for the construc- 
tion of two small bridges. 


J. A. Marlin reported on the road 


from the east end of the lane at Trant's 
to the government schoolhouse, stating 
that a bridge was needed badly on 
Sandy. He asked for rods, nails and a 
mechanic for the purpose of fixing and 
repairing the bridge, stating that there 
was already sufficient 
lumber there 


necessary for the bridge, and that the 
farmers of that neighborhood would do 


the work if the town would furnish the 
material-above mentioned and a me- 
chanic-to lay put and plan the work. 
This bridge is on the section line, and 
should be repaired by all means. 


A. N. Davis reported on the road 


from Blackburn's gin to 1 mile west. 
This road needs four culverts, requir- 
ing 3264 feet of lumber at a cost of 
$48.96; also a 16 foot .bridge, requiring 
384 feet of lumber at a cost of |5.76. - 


R. S. Hix reported on the road from 


the section house to Ahloso, stating 
that it needed one Culvert of about 12 
feet, requiring 288 feet of lumber at a 
cost of $4.32. 


,J. M. Walker reported on road from 


J'. B. Chapman's to 2 miles east. This 
road' requires 8 culverts, each 6 feet 
wide and about 8 feet long, requiring 
432 feet of lumber at a cost of $6.48.. 


Earl Stanger reported on road west 


of Sandy, and stated ttia^it needed five 
culverts or small bridges, 
requiring 


1300 feet of lumber at a cost of $19.60. 


On motion a committee of three, 


consisting of Messrs. A. K.' Thornton, 
M. L. Walsh and T. J. Chamble«s, was 
appointed to solicit road and bridge 
funds. 


The work of these committees is of 


vast importance to Ada *nd surround- 
ing country. Ada and her farmers are 
taking up the road question with more 
vigor and method than ever before. 
The repair material is ready for deliv- 
ery upon call, and each overseer ex- 
pects to begin work on his road early 
next wSek. So the farmers may rest 
assured, now, they will be able to get 
to Ada with their cotton as soon as 
it opens.

after being in session four days. Over 
2,000 Indians have been in attendance. 
All deliberations were carried on in j 
Cherokee, in a manner which for j 
dignity and business facility would re-' 
fleet credit on the most advanced secret 
order of white people. 
: 


While the Katwowah order is non- 


political, yet present day politics came 
u? for discussion 
at this meeting. 


Dave Muskrat and other prominent fult- 
bktods were present and made speeches 
urging the full-bloods of the tribe to j 
have nothing to do with the white 
man's politics, even to refusing to Vote. 
Should this result it will mean the loss, 
of perhaps 1,500 votes to one or the 
other of the two great parties, as the 
full-bloods usually act as a unit. 


In days gone by the Katwowahs 


played a very prominent part in the 
affairs of the Cherokee Nation. Many 
a man who by some act was alleged to 
have wronged a ms-nbar of the order 
was put out of the way, his dtiath be- 
ing at the instigation of the order, 
some member being nam ;d his "xeeu- 
tioner at a secret meevi.ig, usually held 
in a dense forest. 


A white merchant at Braggs was the 


last'man to com? uni;r the bin of the 
order and mj; djr.th at their hand. 


This occurred ten years ago. 
After 


that the white man's civilization began 
to take effect to such a degreS that 
this practice of the Katwowahs had to 
stop. 


The Night Hawks is; the shrine of 


the Katwowahs. This order is com- 
posed of full-bloods exclusively.

New York, Aug. !;>.—The city of 


Valparaiso, Chile, is reported 
badly 


damaged by earthquake. 
One report 


received here is that the Kituation in 
Valparaiso may prove to be as serious 
as the San Francisco disaster. 


Practically every building in the city 


is damaged and there are fires in differ- 
ent parts of the city. 
Many persons 


are reported killed and interrupted cable 
facilities in lower South 
American 


points and communication is restricted 
to the route via Lisbon. 


Another report from Valparaiso is 


that tjie loss of life has not been con- 
firmed. 
Fires are burning in various 


parts of the city. 


Valparaiso is a fortified sea port of 


Chile and the most important commer- 
cial town of the western coast of 
South America. It has a population of 
about 150,000. 
It is the capital of a 


province of the same name and is situ- 


ated on a large bay on the Pacific 
ocean, 75 miles west-northwest of Sari- 
diago, with which it is connected by 
rail. 


The port of Valparaiso is the termi- 


nus of important lines of steamers for 
Europe by way of the Straits of Mag- 
ellan and Pan American, and is the 
center of the South American coasting 
service. 
• 


It contains a numerous foreign col- 


ony, composed chiefly of British, Ger- 
man and French merchants. 
There is 


a custom house wharf, alongside of 
which steamers of ordinary tonnage 
can moor, but most of the loading is j 
done by lighters from a quay surround* 
ing the city. 
The harbor is defended 


by modern, well-mounted batteries. 
' Several storms and a tidal wave at 
Valparaiso June 30, 1899, wrecked the 
railroad and did great damage to the 
city.

A plain neat little house suitable for 


a summer cottage may be constructed 
very cheaply by following this plan. 
To secure air and comfort in 
hot 


weather as well as in cool weather 
bedrooms are provided both inside and 
outside of the house proper. The main 
building is a small affair only 16 feet 
wide by 38 feet in 
length without 


measuring 
the 
porches 
and 
the 


ground floor Is divided Into two rooms, 
a large living •bin 15 by 24 fe«t and a 
kitchen 9 by 15 feet. 


This big room has a beam celling. 


Beam ceilings are Dutch. They may 
be faddy in the United States at the 
present time, but they look all right 
when properly furnished, in fact there 
is something suggestive of ease, socia- 
bility and general comfort about 
a 


room that Is ceiled overhead in this 
way. The beams have a solid sort of 
supporting effect popularly supposed to 
savor of knickerbocker 
times 
when 


economy was a necessary virtue and 
they did not understand the cheap art 
of sticking plaster firmly enough over- 
head so that it would not descend In j 
patches at intervals on the hea«; of 
our stocking fashioned ancestors. 


This house is so constructed that the 


main body of it may be made warm 
and comfortable late in the fall by hav- 
ing a good range in the kitchen and iv*| 
fire in the fireplace. With the stair 
door open the upper rooms may 
be 


made quite comfortable even iu fairly 
cold weather. The _other 
two bed- 


rooms in the veranda sections could 
be closed oft at this time. It is difficult 
to plan a house to meet all require- 
ments. 
A good many wealthy 
men 


have undertaken to cover the problem 
by the expenditure of a great deal of 


prlatlon by some wandering vandal 
after you leave the cottage In the fall. 


The architect estimates that this 


comfortable little house may be built 
for less than $1,000 wad I believe he la 
right. It Is not necessarily expensive 
in any particular. In fact for a house 
of this kind very cheap material may 
be used and the whole thing put to- 
gether in (i hurry. Sometimes the bed- 
rooms are neither ceiled nor plastered, 
but it usually is beat to use building 
paper outaidn and either plaster or 
some ceiling stuff Insided.

rags and cherry seeds, Will all be 
boiled up together and converted into 
power for thousands of electric lights. 


Mr. Lewis, who Is professor of chem-

tory, said regarding the plan:

sure it is practical. 
Garbage, when 


properly treated, makes the best kind 
of wood alcohol. I believe the garbage 
of Sioux City would run the municipal 
plants and the 
plant necessary 
to 


make the alcohol. It is certainly an 
economical proposition, rivaling the 
idea of Victor Hugo that France loses 
$50.000,000 every year by allowing the 
sewage to drain into the ocean when 
it should be put In the vlnyards. 


"I shall prepare the plans for the 


Sioux City plant, and we will be, in all 
probability, the first city in the United 
States to have such a plant."

being drunk, but not to disqualify it 
.from use for various special purposes, 
for which the wholly denaturized spir- 
its would be unavailable. There are 
several methods in which such sub- 
stances as pyridin, shellac, camphor, 
ether, soap, or castor oil are used. 
The writer concldes: 


"The price of denaturized alcohol va- 


ries In different states and provinces 
of the empire In accordance with the 
yield and consequent market price of 
potatoes, grain, and other materials 
At the present time alcohol of 95 
per cent, purity, which is the qual- 
ity ordinarily used In Germany for 
burning, sells at wholesale for 28 
to 29 pfennigs (G.C7 to 6.9 cents per 
liter (LOG quarts), and at retail for 
33 pfennigs '(7.85 cents) per liter." 


Boring with Oxygen. 


Sometimes in 
blast-furnaces 
th« 


tap-hole becomes clogged with solidi- 
fied iron. As this is a dangerous sit- 
uation, and may lead to explosions, 
overflows -and other troubles, a quick 
remedy Is required. 
But heretofore 


none has been found that can be al- 
ways depended upon. Even a power- 
ful electric current acts too slowly la 
clearing out the stopped-up tap-hole. 
Recently, says the Youth's Companion, 
a blast of oxygen has been applied 
with satisfactory results. At first a 
flame of oxygen and hydrogen is blownj^ 
against the plug of iron until the tem- 
perature reaches a high point. Then 
the hydrogen is withdrawn as 
the 


heat increases, until only a blast of 
pure oxygen under great pressing re- 
mains. This swiftly burns the iron, 
at the same time keeping the hole 
free from the products of the com- 
bustion. 
A 'solid block of iron li> 


inches thick can thus be penetrated 
in one or two minutes.

WAR WITH NEGRO TROOPS 


IMMINENT IN TEXAS TOWN 


Houston, Texas, Aug. 16.— A special 


from Brownsville, Texas, says: 


Further trouble is feared here with 


the negro troops. A citizens' guard of 
150 men is stationed along the road 
between this city and Fort Brown, and 
if the negros attempt to leave the gar- 
rison it is the avowed purpose of the 
citizens to shoot them down. Four 
hundred rifles were sold to citizens yes- 
terday. The report that the officers of 
the garrison are themselves afraid of 
the negro troops, has determined the 
citizens to take no chances. Many! 
people are leaving their homes on the 
side of the city near Fort Brown. Ad- 
ditional appeal is being made to Gov. 
Lanham to send state troops. Business 
is nearly suspended in the city. It is 
reported that the Texas national guard 
troops now attending the maneuvers at 
Camp Mabry are clamoring to be sent 
to Brownsville. 
Sensational rumors 


have inflamed the militiamen to use 
ball cartridge in the event the United 
States permitted the negro troops to 
participate in the Camp Mabry maneuv- 
ers. 
Adjutant General Hulin considers 


it unwise to send s£ate troops to 
Brownsville. 


Ranger Farce on Hand. 


Austin, Texas, Aug. 16.—According 


to a telegram received by Gov. Lan- 
ham from the authorities at Browns- 
ville, conditions there are anything but 
reassuring. While all is quiet today, it 
is believed if th_> negro soldiers show 
themselves there isdang<jrof immediate 
and serious trouble. 
While tha gov- 


ernor will not make public chesabstance 
of the telegram and will not make an 
official statement concerning conditions 
there, it is learned that by agreement 
with the federal authorities he has 
sent a ranger force to Brownsville to 
preserve order.

After making some purchase 
the negro grasped a meat knife, shout- 
ing "You are what I want," and 
sprang toward the girl. Miss Brooks 
attempted to defend herself with an 
iron bar, but the negro lashed her 
across the throat and almost severed 
two1 of her fingers.

went to a farm and outraged a 14-year- 
old negress. A posse of a thousand 
men started in pursuit of the negro 
and captured him this afternoon near 
Ninety-Six, nine miles from here. 


Gov. Hey ward reached the scene 


shortly after the negro had been 
captured. A platform was erected in 
a fence comer on the premises of the 


victim's father and from it Governor 
Heyward addressed the mob. 


( 
The governor was cheered, but the 


mob removed the negro from the view 
of the governor and lynched him. The 
! militia in that section of the state in 
now camped at Chickamauga and there 
were no troops to be called upon. The 
governor's guard and the Richmond 
volunteers of this city had been ordered 
to hold themselves in readiness in the 
event that their services were needed 
but the mob acted too quickly.
